I have pieced together a number 
of documents, all from Nazi 
sources in Russia; linked them up 
to make something like a diary. 
The fragments printed below come 
from several different Nazi sol- 
diers; but for the sake of smooth 
reading, regard them simply as 
The Diary of Sergeant Schultze. 


September 3rd. 

We were trying today to make 
a guerilla talk. These Russkis are 
tough and obstinate. He was a 
schoolmaster belonging to a band 
of partisans He was wounded in 
the stomach. We did plenty to 
that schoolmaster! We worked 
on him half the day. 

But not a squeal came out of 
him, In the end we promised him 
freedom and a reward for informa- 
tion leading to the capture of his 
band 

We worked on him some more 
after he refused Then all of a 
sudden he grinned and said: “ Find 
Koshchei, and kill him; then you 
won't be troubled any more.” 

And who is Koshchei? He died 
before he had time to tell us. 1 was 
reprimanded for being too rough, 
but how was I to know the man 
would die on me like that? We have 
to find Koshchei and stand him 
against a wall, or better still, string 
him up 
September 7th. 

We push on. The whole land 
stinks of burnt stuff. It seems to be 
smouldering still. They fight like 
barbarians, these Russkis. 

There have been more guerilla 
attacks. The Russian Army is 
falling back fast. We are winning 
the war hand over fist. 

Guerillas killed fifteen men and 
dynamited three lorries last night. 
We have promised to kill the next 
ten Russians we see, irrespective of 
age or sex. for every one of our men

Today I had orders to rub out a 
a kid of fourteen or so, who was 
found with a big penknife in his 
pocket. 

He went down snapping like a 
little wolf, and even when he was 
dying he tried to bite me. We shot 
five of them today. Passing the 
place of execution later on, I 
found that one of them, also a 
youngster, had crawled away. 

We followed his trail: it was like 
following the trail of a wounded 
buck. He'd crawled half a mile, 
God knows how, and then died. 

Every bush seems to hide some- 
body. We daren’t go out of camp 
alone. We have to move in groups 
of ten. It is not much fun? 

And we need heavier coats. I 
hear it gets even colder when the 
snow comes.

The sun was climbing into a 
cloudless sky when Jarge and 
I walked slowly up the steepish 
lane leading to the farm. Far 
away ahead of us were the blue- 
green waters of that famous bay, 
and a destroyer was knifing her 
way towards the West. 

As we walked I was recalling 
the days of Drake, I remembered 
Cochrane, who came back into 
Plymouth with three golden 
candlesticks taken from a Spanish 
galleon lashed to the masthead of 
his ship.

There was an epic occasion 
when the first Land Girls 
arrived on the farms, and 
some old village “greyhairs” 
gossiped together of the

soldiers stationed in the district! 

But that’s all over and forgotten 
now, and those same ‘greyhairs ” 
have learned a lot more sense in 
their near-senility.

These coasts of Britain are 
drenched with history, civic and 
naval, of a nation that stands 
today, as it has stood so many 
times in the dead past, four-square 
against the bestial lust of 
conquest.

For theirs is the Faith that this 
England can, properly farmed, 
feed all her people.

They've forgotten more about 
theory than many of the alleged 
experts knew. They'll tell you 
that an acre sown with wheat will 
yield about 18 cwt. of grain, equal 
to 16 cwt. of wholemeal flour—but 
if fed to their pigs, that sown 
acre would not yield more than 
about 4 cwt. of pork; if fed to 
their cattle, about 2 cwt. of beef. 

They've already told the 
“ experts ”—in case they didnt 
know—that if Britain ever got 
down to the hard pan of hunger, 
neither a pound of pork nor a 
pound of beef would go as far as 
a pound of home-milled wholemeal 
flour.

“We 
are all for progress — within 
reason, you know!—but © things 
like pension increases and family 
allowances and better education 
and so on can wait until we've 
beaten Hitler.” 

But can they wait? Ought they 
to wait? Tens of thousands of 
Old Age Pensioners pass on’ with 
each passing year.

HE widows eking out their 

hard and anxious living on 

a pittance; the mothers of 
little children trying ic keep poor 
homes together on poorer allow- 
ances; the miners, toiling with a 
sense of grievance for a scanty 
wage—all these people and many 
more have waited far too long 
already for the better days which 
never dawn. 

Moreover—and this is tremend- 
ously important—shall we ever 
have a better chance to initiate 
these reforms than we have to- 
day? I doubt it. 

While the war is still in pro- 
gress the voice of privilege is at 
least subdued and the power of 
monopoly and private ownership 
somewhat curbed. 

If, then, the forces of progress 
cannot make an advance now, how 
can they reasonably expect to do 
so more easily after the war, when 
vested interests will be free to 
mobilise all their great re- 
sources of money, influence and 
crafty publicity? 


N another page Hannen 
Swaffer is writing of the 
Labour Conference, and so 
“Man o’ the People” will only 
observe here that its resolutions 


do in the main express the wishes $ 


of a great majority of men and 
women throughout the country. 
Labour, as we all knew before- 
hand, is a hundred per cent. be- 
hind the national war effort.

walking had none of the unpleasant 


features associated with the sea- 
shore of the earth-plane It was 
never tiring to walk on, Although 


it had every appearance of sand as 
we had always known it. yet to the 
tread it was firm in consistency 
although soft to the touch of the 
hand £ 

In fact, this peculiar quality 
rendered it more like well-kept 
lawns to walk on. so closely did the 
grains hold together. 

We took some handfuls of the 
sand. and allowed it to run through 
our fingers, and great was our sur- 
prise to find that it lacked every 
trace of grittiness, but seemed to 
the touch more akin to some 
smooth, soft powder. Yet examined 
closely it was undeniably solid. It 
was one of the strangest phenomena 
we had met so far. 

Edwin said that if we chose to 
make a close scrutiny of all that we 
saw, whether it be the ground we 
walked on, the substance of which 
our houses were made, or the 
thousand and one other objects 
that go to make uv the world of 
spirit, we should bc living in a state 
of continual surprise, and there 
would be revealed to us some smal} 
idea—but only a very small idea— 
of the magnitude of the Great Mind 
—the Greatest Mind in the Uni- 
verse—that upholds this 
and every other world 

Indeed, the great \ 
scientists of the earth- 
plane find, when they i 
come to live in the spirit 
worid, that they have a 
completely 
upon which to start a 
fresh course of investiga- 
tions. 

And what joy it brings them, in 
company with their scientific col- 
leagues, to probe the mysteries of 
the spirit world, to collect their 
data, to compare their new know- 
ledge with the old, to record for the 
benefit of others the results of their 
investigations and discoveries. 

And all through, they have the 
unlimited resources of the spirit 
world upon which todraw And joy 
is in their hearts. 

Our experiment with the sand led 
us to place our hands in the sea, 
Ruth fully expected it to taste of 
salt, but it did not. much to her 
surprise. As far as I could observe, 
it had no taste at all! It was sea 
more by virtue of its great area and 
the characteristics of the adjacent 
land than anything else. 

In all other respects it resembled 
the water of the brooks and lakes 
In general appearance the whole 
effect was totally unlike the earthly 
ocean, due, among other things, to 
the tact that there was no sun to 
give its light from one quarter only 
and to cause that change of aspect 


when the direction of the sunlight 
changes 

The overspreading of light from 
the great central source of light in 
the spirit world, constant and un- 
moving, gives us perpetual day, but 


it must never be assumed that this 
constancy and immobility of light 
means a monotonous and unchang-

effort or concentration of thought 
the greater the results. 

Our means of personal locomotion 
here is by thought, and we can 
apply that same means to what the 
earth would call “inanimate 
objects.” 

In the spirit world nothing is in- 
animate, and because of this, then 
our thoughts can nave a direct in- 
fluence upon all the countless 
things of which the world of spirit 
is composed. Ships are meant to 
float and move upon the waters; 
they are animated by the living 
force that animates all things here, 
and if we wish to move them over 
the water we have but to focus our 
thoughts in that direction and with 
that intention, and our thoughts 
produce the desired result of move- 
ment.

We could, if we wished, call upon 
our scientific friends to provide us 
with splendid machinery to supply 
the motive power, and they would 
be only too pleased to oblige us. 


But we should have to focus our

long way round to produce the same 
result, when we can do so directly 
and just as efficiently? 

But it must not be concluded 
that anyone can move a boat 
through the water merely by think- 
ing that it shall do so. It requires, 
like so many other things. the 
requisite knowledge, its application 
upon well-ordered lines, and prac- 
tice in the art. 

A natural aptitude greatly helps 
in these matters, and our host told 
us that he mastered the subject in 
a short time 

Once the ability has been gained 
it gives one, so he said, a most 
satisfying feeling of power rightly

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the power of thought, in a way that 
is not perhaps possible in some 
other ways. 

Perfect as the movement of our- 
selves can be through the realms, 
yet the movement of such a large 
object as a boat. simply and easily, 
magnifies the wonder of the whole 
of spirit life 

Our host explained that this was 
only his own point of view, and was 
not to be taken as an axiom. His 
enthusiasm was increased by his 
enthusiasm for the water and a love 
of ships.

We noticed that our host guided 
the boat in the usual manner, with 
a rudder operated by the wheel in 
the deck-house. That, he said, was 
because he found it sufficient work 
to provide the movement of the 
boat. In time, if he wished, he 
could combine the two actions in 
one. But he much preferred to use 
the old method of steering by hand 
as it gave him physical work to 
do, which was. in itself, such a 
pleasure 

Once having given motion to the 
ship. he could forget about it until 
he wished to stop. And the mere 
wishing to stop. however suddenly 
or gradually. brought the vessel to 
a standstill.

the islands. The yacht was 
travelling through the sea with 
a perfect, steady motion.

Although it was no novelty, in 
the sense of a first experience, she

After following the coast line for 
a while we sailed into a smal] bay 
which formed a picturesque natural 
harbour, 

The island certainly came up to 
our expectations in its scenic 
beauty. There were not many 
dwellings upon it; those that were 
to be seen were more summer- 
houses than anything else. 

But the great feature of the place 
was the number of trees, none of 
them tall, but all of particularly 
vigorous growth. 

And in the branches we could see 
scores of the most wonderful birds, 
whose plumage presented a riot of 
colour. Some of the birds were 
flying about, others—the larger 
variety—-were walking majestically 
along the ground. But all of them 
were unafraid of us. 

They walked with 
strolled along. and when we held 
up our hands, some small bird 
would be sure to perch upon our 
fingers. They seemed to know us, 
to know that any harm coming to 
them was an utter impossibility.

I asked myself, should 
the Great Father of Heaven create 
all the beautiful birds solely for 
the earth-plane?—and make them 
to live in places that are frequently 
inaccessible to man, where we can 
never see them and enjoy them? 

And even those that he can see 
and enjoy—are they to perish for 
ever? Would the far greater world 
of spirit be denied the beautiful 
things that are given to the earth 
world? Here was the answer before 
and around us, 

The perfect blaze of colour from 
all the birds we could see about us 
was almost too much for us to take 
in at one visit. They were beyond 
description. and I shall not even 
attempt it 

We strolled through delightful 
groves, past the musical murmuring 
of the many brooks. through glades 
of velvet grass. as in an absolute 
fairyland of nature 

We met people on the way, who 
called a greeting to us, or waved 
their hands. They were all happy 
among the birds. We were told that 
this part of the island was exclusive 
to the birds, and that no other form 
of animal life intruded upon them. 

Not that there was any fear or 
danger that they would come to 
harm, because that would be im- 
possible, but because the birds were 
appier with their own kind
